The entire amount of the 
tax override which was 
given to the School Board, is 
a life time tenure, from year 
to year they can take all or 
any part of it. 

At present day valuations 
this amount will be approxi- 
mately $4,700,000. This 
would leave approximately 
$2-million for other purposes 
or not drawn for this year.

Ballot Mailing 
Delay Due To^ 
Trucking Strike 

Sample ballot mailing has 
been delayed, Registrar-Re¬ 
corder, Ray E. Lee announc¬ 
ed today. Delays due to the 
trucki.n^ strike and the un- 
lUsually long ballot have 
meant that the time tables 
set for mailings are .seven 
days behind the schedule 
set by his office. 

"According to .state law, 
sample ballots for primary 
elections must be i.n the 
mail to voters 5 d'ays prior 
to an election. We always 
plan to finish ahead of that 
schedule and had hoped to 
complete all sample ballot 
mailing by 10 to 12 days 
prior to the June 2 Primary. 
However, paper deliveries 
were delayed by the truck¬ 
ing strike. Also, the unusual 
length of this ballot greatly 
reduced the daily oi.itput of 
the high speed collating and 
glueing machines. With over 
1400 candidates to be elect¬ 
ed throughout the county, 
sample ballots i.n some 
areas were as large as 24 
pages. 

“The legal deadline will 
he met and all sample bal¬ 
lots will be in the Post Of¬ 
fices on time.” Lee co,nti.n- 
ued. “But those who will be 
voting absentee are remind¬ 
ed to send in requests for 
absent voter ballots as 
quickly as possible and .not 
wait for a sample ballot. 
Requests for absent voter 
ballots miust bo received at 
the Registrar of Voter’s Of¬ 
fice 7 d'ays prior to the elec¬ 
tion. The ab.sent voter bal¬ 
lots can be returned as late 
as the day before the elec¬ 
tion. They mu.st be received 
in our office by 5 p.m. on 
June 1st.”

Dear Editor: 

The Postal Reorganization 
Plan, proposed by the Nixon 
Ad'mi.nistration, contains a 
.union .shop provision that 
will give unions a power .su¬ 
perior to that of the govern¬ 
ment itself — the power to 
force a person to belong to 
a union to hold a govern¬ 
ment job. 

The present proposal con¬ 
tains language which would 
permit forced unionization 
of 7.50,000 postal employees 
and could set a precedent 
leading to the forced u.nion- 
ization of more than 120,- 
000.000 local, state and fed¬ 
eral government employees! 

Union bosses could call 
.strikes against the govern¬ 
ment at will. The implica¬ 
tions of a government strike 
are frightening. It could 
leave our national security 
in danger, imperil our econ¬ 
omic stability, or, if against 
' the entire Federal govern¬ 
ment, it cmild leave the na¬ 
tion in anarchy. 

The union bosses would 
’ collect $.360,000,000 in new 
'f union dues, which could bo 
■ used for ha,nd picked poli¬ 
tical candidates, and the 
. Unions, NOT Congress and 
“ the Pre.sident, would be run- 
1 ning the country. 

It is urge.ntly requested' 
I you i.nsist upon' provisions 
in this Bill which will ,pro- 
• vent compuLsory unionism.

“Power Through Jesus’ 
Name,” is the sermon topic 
of Pastor - Rev. Richard J. 
Anderson, Sierra Madre Con¬ 
gregational Church, 170 W.

Few people today recog¬ 
nize the uniqueness of Jesus 
Christ and the power in His 
.name. We teach our children 
to pray their prayers in the 
name of Jesus, hut so often 
we think of that little 
phrase, “In Je.sus Name” as 
simply a nice way of closing 
a prayer. The New Testa¬ 
ment does .n'ot take the 
name of Jesus that lightly. 
'Throughout the pages of the 
Gospels and the Letters of 
the New Testament, the 
power of the name of Jesus 
is constantly evident. 'The 
presence of Christ is prom¬ 
ised' whenever two or three 
are gathered together in Je¬ 
sus’ name. 

As the Apostles launched 
forth on' their missionary 
endeavors in the Book of 
Acts, We find them preach¬ 
ing in the name of Christ; 
healing the sick in the 
name of Christ; casting out 
unclean spirits in the name 
of Jesus. 

You see the name of Jesus 
was not a nice religious 
phrase that the early Chris¬ 
tians learned to repeat.

Why is the name of Jesus so 
important in the life of a 
believer? Listen to the 
words of Jesus just before 
He left His disciples to as- 
ce.nd into heaven.

Go ye therefore 
and teach all .nations, bap¬ 
tizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, 
and' of the Holy Ghost; 
teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have 
commanded you. And lo I 
am with you always, even 
.unto the end of the world.” 
In the knowledge of His 
presence and 'Hi.s power, the 
Christian Invokes the name 
of Jesus with great confi¬ 
dence.
